NEW YORK, Aug. 24.—Secretary

WASHINGTON, Aug. 24.—An- 


other popular belief was knocked 
into a cocked hat today when the 
Wickersham Commission, report- 
ing on the subject of “crime and 
foreign-born,’”” demonstrated 
conclusively that foreign-born resi- 
dents of the United States commit 
less crime in proportion to their 


number than do the American- 
Jorn. 

Negroes were held responsible 
for the _ highest percentage of of- 
fenses in proportion to their num- 
ber; native-born whites came sec 
ond; American-born children o 
immigrant parents were third, and 
the foreign-born were last... 

The report, based on an exhaus- 
tive study of criminal statistics for 
cities, counties, states and the na- 
tion at large, declares that na- 
tive-born persons not only lead in 
the percentage of total crime, but 
also exceed the foreign-born in 
general classifications of crime. The 
immigrant population approaches 
the native population more nearly 
in crimes of violence—due largely, 
the report states, to feuds and 
quarrels among themselves. But 
even in this class of offenses na- 
tive-born Americans have a sub- 
stantial lead. In crimes commit- 
ted for profit the ‘100 per cent 
Americans’ are far ahead. 


For example, the figures appear 
to demonstrate that native-born 
Americans are arrested and con- 
victed of robbery, burglary, boot- 
legging, arson, counterfeiting, 
moonshining, embezzlement, forg- 
ery and fraud much more often in 
proportion to their number than 
are foreign-born residents of the 
United States. Moreover, they ap- 
pear to show that the longer an 
immigrant lives in the Un:ted Stateg 
the likelier he is to become a crim- 
inal, and that his American-born 
children are still more likely to 
break the law, altheugh not as 
likely as the children of American- 
born parents. 


‘Disconcerting’ to ‘Americanizers.’ 

These facts, the report observes, 
are “‘disconcerting”’ to those who 
earnestly advocate the “‘Americani- 
zation”’ of foreign elements, since 
“Americanization” and the appear- 
ance of criminal traits seem to be 
parts of the same development. The 
investigation has shown, according 
to those who conducted it, that the 
immigrant who adheres most close- 
ly to ‘“‘old country ways,” resisting 
the American environment, on the 
whole is the most law-abiding unit 
of the population. 

The authors of the report ex- 
press amazement at the seeming 
rate of lawlessness among Ameri- 
can-born Negroes, but take pains 
to point out, first, that Negroes are 
more likely to be arrested on trivial 
charges than whites, and are less 
able to offer a competent defense 
in court; second, that the unavoid- 
able use of the 1920 census figures 
in making calculations probably is 
unfair to them, since it is acknowl- 
edged that in recent years there has 
been a heavy shift in Negro popu- 
lation toward the large northern 
cities from which many of the data 
were taken. 
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is pointed out, that comparisons of 
criminal statistics based on the 1920 
census are slightly unfair to the 
foreign-born, and that use of the 
1930 census doubtless would show 
them in an even better light as 
contrasted with the native-born. 


Mexicans‘Lead Aliens in Crime. 
The highest percentage of law- 
lessness among any element of the 
foreign-born is attributed to Mexi- 
cans. In many localities they show 
a higher percentage of arrests and 
convictions in proportion to their 
number than native-born whites, 
although lower than that of Ne- 
groes. But here again the report 
points out that where Mexicans re- 
side in substantial numbers, they 
are often the objects of violent 
community prejudice, which  un- 
doubtedly extends to the police, 
and may extend to courts and 
juries. Moreover, a high percent- 
age of Mexican arrests and convic- 
tions is laid to their habit of car- 
frying .knives—a custom which is 
perfectly lawful and exceedingly 
common in their native country. 
Among other elements of the for- 
eign-bern, whose law-abiding pro- 
pensities are subjected to micro- 
scopic scrutiny, the Greeks, Ital- 
ians and Poles are given compara- 
tively bad ratings. Their percent- 
age of arrests-and convictions very 
often exceeds that of native-born 
whites. Figures from virtually ev- 
ery locality investigated showed 
that natives of Germany, Great 
Britain, Canada, France, Japan and 
Jugo-Slavia obcy virtually all 
forms of law better than snative- 
born white persons.

A 28-minute flight 
Annoro, Kunaasbiri Island, 650 
miles north of here, completed 
their much interrupted journey 
from Petropavlovsk, Kamchatka, to 
Nemuro. They landed at 7:51 a. 
m. (4:51 p. m. Sunday, St. Louis 
time). 

Soon after the formalities of 
their landing were over both Col. 
and Mrs. Lindbergh were talking 
shop, the Colonel about gasoline 
supplies, ignition troubles and 
weather reports with various offi- 
cials, while Mrs. Lindbergh was 
discussing radio with Takeji Kata- 
hira, chief of the Ochiishi wireless 
station here. It was the Ochiishi 
station with which Mrs. Lindbergh 
communicated regularly after 
reaching the Asiatic side of the Pa- 
cific. 

Mrs. Lindbergh said that on the 
whole eVerything worked out very 
well, “thanks to you, Mr. Katahira, 
and your Ochiishi staff.’

The conversation was carried on 
in English and Mrs. Lindbergh 
promised to visit the station tomor- 
row. 

At the primary school, where the 
Lindberghs were welcomed, the 
crowd was so great that the Col- 
onel agreed to speak in the play- 
ground. A crowd estimated at 
3000 assembled there and the fly- 
er’s remarks were translated into! 
Japanese. 

The Colonel said he could not 
thank the Japanese enough for all 
they had done since the plane left 
Petropavlovsk. 

*“‘We have covered the most dif- 
ficult course in the world,” he said, 
“and brought Japan and America 
close together.” 

The Colonel told reporters he 
would go to China but not to the 
Philippines and stated he had no 
plans for a nonstop trans-Pacific 
flight. He apparently had not 
made up his mind where to go 
China. Lindbergh 
present, project was 
merely an Oriental excursion and} 
had nothing to do with the open- 
ing of a new air line. 

Mrs. Lindbergh said she had ham 
and eggs, coffee and toast for 
breakfast this morning, ‘“‘the first 
really substantial breakfast in sev- 
eral days.”’ 

Comfortable Sleeping in Plane. 

*‘Really,” she said, “sleeping in 
the plane was quite comfortable. 
You know, the plane sways with 
the water and lulls us to sleep. It 
is like sleeping in a hammock. The 
experience at Ketoi Island was ex- 
citing and interesting. I shan’t 
soon forget it.’’ 

Mrs. Lindbergh amused the Jap- 
anese reporters by télling them she 
had learned two Japanese phrases, 
‘I’m tired,” which in Japanese is 
“tsuka remashita,” and “that’s in- 
teresting’’ or ‘‘omoshiroi.” She 
described the kimono-clad baby 
girls at their welcoming cere- 
monies as ‘‘cute as they could be.”

Attendance of 687,686 
Breaks Record but $460,- 
488 Net Receipts Are Un- 
der Last Year. 


FOUR PERFORMANCES 
WERE RAINED OUT 


Only Two Canceled in Pre- 
vious Season—Part of 
Surplus to Be Used for 


Improvements. 


The thirteenth season of musical 
productions in the Municipal The- 
ater in Forest Park, which ended 
last night when 10,000 persons saw 
“Rio Rita,’’ will enable the theater 
association to return to its guaran- 
tors half of the $30,000 they ad- 
vanced to meet last year’s deficit. 

The management announced at- 
tendance for the 83 performances 


was 687,686, and net box office re- 
ceipts, $460,488. The attendance 
was 4093 larger than last summer, 
the best previous season. Box of- 
fice receipts this year, when four 
performances were canceled be- 
cause of rain, were only $2945 less 
than those of last year, when but 
two performances were canceled. 

Checks are to go forward to the 
533 guarantors immediately, al- 
though definite figures on the sea- 
son’s profit will not be available 
until an audit,is completed in about 
amonth. Directors of the aSsocia- 
tion are confident the surplus wil! 
be substantial, and plan to use part 
of it for improvements at the the- 
ater. Guarantors eventually’ will 
be repaid in full as was the case in 
two other years when there were 
deficits. One was the. first year, 
-when $11,634 was lost, the other, 
1928, when the deficit was $3412. 

141,100 Others in Free Seats. 

The 1931 productions were under 
the direction of J. J. Shubert. He 
came to St. Louis from New York 
at various times to supervise the 
work of his staff which remained 
at the theater throughout the sea- 
son. 

The attendance figures do not 
who 
availed themselves of _ standing 
room on many nights when all 
seats were sold. They do include 
an estimated 141,100 who occupied 
seats in the free section. In the 
reserved sections attendance this 
year was 546,586, an increase of 
5493 over last year. 


Gross ticket sales this year were 
$474,006, an increase of $2118 over 
lest year, but loss of four perform- 
ances because of rain brought net 
box office receipts to the $460,488 
figure, slightly under last year’s.

DIES IN FRANCE 


Former Prairie Co. Presi- 
dent Fled From U. S. 


Rather Than Testify in 
Teapot Dome Inquiry. | 


VOLUNTARY EXILE 
LIKE H. M. BLACKMER 


Two Figured in Continen- 
tal Trading. Co. Deal 
Whereby Fall Is Said to 
Have Got $230,000.

CANNES, France, Aug. 24. 
James E. O'Neill, American oil man 
who became an exile in France to 
evade testifying in the Teapot 
Dome investigation, died here last 
night of pulmonary congestion 
which developed from pneumonia. 
He was 64 years old. 

The pastor of the Catholic 
church which O'Neill attended said 
he had caught cold recently and 
that his illness developed rapidly 
into pneumonia. He had been in 
bad health for several weeks, stay- 
ing at his villa in the California 
quarter here. Funeral services will 
be held here. 


O'Neill resigned the presidency 
of the Prairie Oil and Gas Co., 
with headquarters at Independence, 
Kan., in 1923, and a few months 
later went to Europe. He said he 
preferred to live abroad rather than 
testify against friends. 

A brother, George O'Neill, inde- 
pendent oil operator of Wichita, 
Kan., died in a hospital in Tulsa 
Aug. 15. 

O’Neill was one of two witness- 
es who fled to Europe to escape 
testifying in the Teapot. Dome 
cases. Harry M. Blackmer of Den- 
ver, former chairman of the Mid- 
west Refining Co., the other man 
whose testimony was sought, is 
still abroad. 

They were wanted for question- 
ing in connection with the organ- 
ization of the Continental Trading 
Co., Ltd., of Canada, alleged to 
have figured in the leasing of the 
Teapot Dome naval oil reserve by 
Albert B. Fall, former Secretary 
of the Interior, now serving a pris- 
on senténce, to Harry F. Sinclair, 
oil magnate. The lease later was 
canceled by the courts. 

Blackmer and O’Neill were among 
the oil men who guaranteed a deai 
by which the Continental purchased 
and subsequentiy resold to the Sin- 
clair and Prairie Oil interests 33,- 
000,000 barrels of Texas oil at an 
advance of 25 cents a barrel. The 
Government charged that Fall re- 
ceived more than $230,000 in Liber- 
ty bonds from the deal as the rcsult 
of granting the Teapot Dome lease 
to Sinclair. 

Sister Regis, 


a nun at Mercy- 
Hurst Convent in Erie, Pa., and 
Mother Xavier, also a resident of 
the convent, are sisters of O’Neill. 
They returned from a visit to him 
in France two weeks ago. 

Besides his sisters, O’Neill is 
survived by his widow and three 
children. The widow and two of 
the children are _ in France. 
O'Neill’s oldest son, Wayne, is in 
America.

Californian, Inexperienced 
Flyer, Hops Off With 
Two Sons Abducted from 
Estranged Wife.

BISHOP, Cal, Aug. 24.—Ab- 
ducting his two boys from his

‘Sole Task of Emergency 


Ministry Will Be to Bal- 
ance the Budget and Its 
Term in Office Probably 
Will Be Brief. 


GENERAL ELECTION 
WILL CLEAR THE AIR 


Meantime Premier Plans to 
Work With 12 or 14 Col- 
eagues, Smaller Number 
Than Customary, to Ex- 
pedite Action.

LONDON, Aug. 24.—Prime Min- 
ister Ramsay MacDonald’s Labor 
Government resigned today in the 
face of the budget crisis and Mac- 
Donald was asked by the King to 
form a temporary national non- 
p.-..y Government whose first duty 
will be to balance the budget. 

The new Government will in- 
clude Conservatives and Liberals. 
Stanley Baldwin, Conservative 
leader, and Liberals who have 
taken over active management of 
their party during the illness of 
David Lloyd George, agreed at 
Buckingham Palace in the presence 
ot the King to participate in a Cab- 
inet in which Baldwin will serve 


under “MacDonald. . 

This arrangement has its prece- 
dent in the coalition Government 
of 1916, formed for national unity 
ir the war. 

The new Cabinet’s campaign will 
be to restore Great Britain's threat- 
ened credit. Balancing the budget 
vill-be the one task and the coali- 
tion is not expected to last more 
tlan a few months, during which 
economy bills will be put 
trrough the House of Commons. 

There probably will be a special 
session of Parliament, cnd after 
finances are straightened out there 
will doubtless be a general election, 

Laborite Rule Since 1929. 

MacDonald’s Labor Government 
came into office on June 9, 1929, 
and for nearly two and one-half 
years struggled with national and 
world problems whose gravity was 
increased by the general economie 
depression. 

The present crisis developed two 
weeks ago with the report by the 
Government Economy Committee 
calling attention to the urgent ne- 
cessity of balancing the budget in 
the face of a threatened deficit of 
$600,000,000. 


For two weeks the Cabinet has 
been in emergency session de- 
bating measures which would wipe 
off that deficit, but opposition to 
measures which it evolved culmin- 
ated in MacDonald's resignation. 
The Trades Union Congress, backe- 
bone of the Labor movement, in- 
terposed objections and there de- 
veloped a split in the Cabinet. 

In the new Government, which 
probably will not hold office be- 
yond next Jan. 1, the Ministers of 
the retiring Cabinet who support- 
ed, the Prime Minister probably 
will have portfolios. Those who 
opposed him may fight the pro- 
gram of the national Government 
in Parliament, but from present 
indications they are not likely to 
have much chance of success.

She added, “We shall go again 
at the first opportunity.”

Mrs. Dresser looks ten years 
younger than she is. Sh» has 
hunted moose in Canada and big- 
horn sheep in the American Rock- 
ies. She came back from this 
trip with one bear and several 
reindeer to her credit. She shot the 
bear from the boat, breaking her 
eye-glasses when the rifle jammed, 
but reloading in time to kill the 
animal before it could swim out of 
range.

They found in- 
tact much canned food that was 
left in a cache for the possible use 
of future explorers, but they said 
the cache had heer vidlated and 
most of the firearms, ammunition 
and clothing were ruined. 

At the request of Fiala, who is 
a friend of the family, the Dressers 
are taking back to him his ship’s 
clock which was found in his shack 
and which ran perfectly when it 
was thawed out, a telescope, three 
books and an umbrella. 

The Dressers will return to the 
United States in October.

She paid 
personal visits to several cities, in- 
cluding St. Louis. 


Figures for St. Louis. 


Fairly complete figures on police 
arrests during 1930 were obtained 
from 10 cities having more than 
500,000 population, They show that 
the foreign-born had a better rec- 
ord than the native-born in 
Louis, New York, Chicago, Phila- 
delphia, Baltimore, Boston and 
Milwaukee, while the native-born 
showed to better advantage in Los 
Angeles and San Francisco. In 
Detroit the percentages were about 
even. The excess of arrests among 
the foreign-born in\ the two Cali- 
fornia cities is attributed to the 
large Mexican population. 

In St. Louis, the. number of ar- 
rests in proportion to population 
showed Negroes leading by a wide 
margin, followed in order by na- 
tives of Italy, Greece, Poland, 
China, Austria, United States, Can- 
ada, Jugo-Slavia, Scandinavian 
countries, Ireland, Russia, Japan, 
Great Britain (except Ireland), 
Hungary and Germany. The lowest 
percentage given was that for 
persons born in Czecho-Sla viz. Fig- 
ures were not available for natives 
of Mexico and Lithuania—two na- 
tionalities that show a high per- 
centage of arrests and convictions 
in other communities. 

Taking the foreign-born popula- 
tion of St. Louis as a whole, there 
were 631 arrests from among €v- 
ery 10,000 foreign-born residents, 
as against 973 arrests for every 
10,000 native-born whites, and 
5259 arrests for every 10,000 Ne- 
groes. 

It should be remembered that 
these are simply figures for ar- 
rests. The percentage of convic- 
tions is not given. But the popu- 
lation figures are based on the es- 
timated census for 1930. 

It was the unvarying experience 
of the investigators that drunken- 
ness and disorderly conduct ac- 
counted for a*heavy percentage of 
the Negro arrests, as distin- 
guished from more: serious of- 
fenses.

“Jt is highly improbable,” Miss 
Bowler states, “that the police 
in so many cities would thus give

It is there- 
fore possible to reach the tenta- 
tive conclusion that on the whole 
the foreign-born violate the laws 
of the United States less frequent- 
ly than-do the native born.”

Presenting extraordinarily com- 
plete statistics on Chicago arrests 
during the last five years, the re- 
port points out that native-born 
whites have been accused of fel- 
onies three and one-half times as 
often in proportion to their num- 
ber as the foreign-born, while Ne- 
‘groes have been accused 10 times 
as often. 

In misdemeanors, the arrest rate 
of the foreign-born is one-third 
that of the native whites and one- 
seventh that of the Negroes. More- 
over, during the same period in 
Chicago, the arrest rate of native 
whites for felonies and misdemean- 
ors has ‘been consistently increas- 
ing, while that of the foreign- 
born has been consistently decreas- 
ing. 

During the war against crime, 
the Chicago Crime Commission pub- 
lished a list o@ 28 “public ene- 
mies," headed by the name of Al 
Capone. Miss Bowler found that 
16 of them were born in. the 
United States, five in Italy, one in 
Argentina, one in Russia and one 
in Poland, and that the birthplaces 
of four were unkbpown. 

From 1925 to 1929. Italians, 
Greeks and Lithuanians led the 
foreign-born in rate of arrests in 
Chicago. But at no time within 
the period did their rates equal 
those of Negroes or native-barn 
whites.

Louis, New York, Chicago, Phila- 
delphia, Baltimore, Boston and 
Milwaukee, while the native-born 
showed to better advantage in Los 
| Angeles and San § Francisco. In 
Detrojt the percentages were about 
even. The excess of arrests among 
the foreign-born in the two Cali- 
fornia cities is attributed to the 
large Mexican population. 

In St. Louis, the, number of ar- 
rests in proportion to population 
showed Negroes leading by a wide 
margin, followed in order by na- 
tives of Italy, Greece, Poland, 
China, Austria, United States, Can- 
ada, Jugo-Slavia, Scandinavian 
countries, Ireland, Russia, Japan, 
Great Britain (except Ireland), 
Hungary and Germany. The lowest 
percentage given was that for 
persons born in Czecho-Sla vic. Fig- 
ures were not available for natives 
of Mexico and Lithuania—two na- 
tionalities that show a high per- 
centage of arrests and convictions 
in other communities. 

Taking the foreign-born popula- 
tion of St. Louis as a whole, there 
were 631 arrests from among €v- 
ery 10,000 foreign-born residents, 
as against 973 arrests for every 
10,000 native-born whites, and 
5259 arrests for every 10,000 Ne- 
groes. 

It should be remembered that 
these are simply figures for 4ar- 
rests. The percentage of convic- 
tions is not given. But the popu- 
lation figures are based on the es- 
timated census for 1930.” 

It was the unvarying experience 
of the investigators that drunken- 
ness and disorderly. conduct ac- 
counted for a*heavy percentage of 
the Negro arrests, as distin- 
guished from more serious of- 
fenses. 

It is noted also that more than

Additional data disclosed that in| 
every one of. 10 cities of 200, 000 | 
to 500,000 population, foreign-| 
born residents averaged a lower) 
percentage of arrests in propor-| 
tion to their number than native- 
botn. Negroes topped the list in| 
virtually every instance, but 13 
cities furnished separate figures 
for Negroes and whites, and in 11 
of them the native whites led the 
foreign-born in the arrest rate. 

“It is highly improbable,” Miss 
“that the police 
in so many cities would thus give 
the foreign-born a uniformly good 
rating in the . law-abiding scale 
without good reason. It is there- 
fore possible to reach the tenta- 
tive conclusion that on the whole 
the foreign-born violate the laws 
of the United States less frequent- 
ly than-do the native born.” 

Dividing the arrest data by na- 
tionalities, she found that in 20 
out of 30 cities, natives of Greece 
had a higher arrest rate than na- |} 
tive whites; Italians and Poles ex-; 
ceeded native whites in 13 cities 
of the 30: Austrians exceeded 
native whites in 10; natives of the 
Scandinavian countries and Lith- 
uania exceeded them in nine; na- 
tives of Ireland and Russia in 
seven: of Czecho-Slovakia in three; 
of France in two, and of Jugo- 
S‘avia in one. 

In none of the 30 cities did the 
arrest rate of natives of Canada, 
England, Scotland, Wales, Ger- 
many or Hungary equal that. of 


Miss Bowler reported that the 
New York police .“find it neces- 
sary to accuse the native-born of 
felonies and serious misdemeanors 
about one and one-half times as 
often as the foreign-born.

Statistics on Chicago. 

Presenting extraordinarily com- 
plete statistics on Chicago arrests 
during the last five years, the re- 
port points out that native-born 
whites have been accused of fel- 
onies three and one-half times as 
often in proportion to their num- 
ber as the foreign-born, while Ne- 
‘groes have been accused 10 times 
as often. 

In misdemeanors, the arrest rate 
of the foreign-born is one-third 
that of the native whites and one- 
seventh that of the Negroes. More- 
over, during the same period in 
Chicago, the arrest rate of native 
whites for felonies and misdemean- 
ors has been consistently increas- 
ing, while that of the  foreign- 
born has been consistently decreas- 
ing. 

During the war against crime, 
the Chicago Crime Commission pub- 
lished a list o@ 28 “public ene- 
mies," headed by the name of Al 
Capone. Miss Bowler found that 
16 of them were born in the 
United States, five in Italy, one in 
Argentina, one in Russia and one 
in Poland, and that the birthplaces 
of four were unkbown. 

From 1925 to 1929. Italians, 
Greeks and Lithuanians led the 
foreign-born in rate of arrests in 
Chicago. But at no time within 
the period did their rates equal 
those of Negroes or native-barn 
whites. It was found impossible 
to compile reliable data on the 
criminal records of American-born 
children of foreign-born parents. 
If that could be done, the report 
suggests, an interesting picture 
might be revealed. It is a familiar 
fact that many notorious charac- 
ters, such as Capone,’ belong to “ihe 
second generation.” 


“A Challenging Fact.” 


But here the report calls atten- 
tion to “a challenging fact.” An 
immigrant couple lands in the 
United States, they work hard, es- 
tablish a home, obey the laws much 
better than do native Americans. 
Their children attend American 
schools, learn American ways, speak 
the American language and acquire 
American’ friends and American 


| habits. The parents are happy and 


proud until the children are re- 
vealed as gangsters. 

The report describes an actual 
case. The parents’ were industri- 
ots and thrifty. Never did they 
‘have any trouble with the law. 
Both worked; they bought a home. 
There were two sons. Recently 
one was “‘put on the spot.’ The 
other, at the age of 21, is serving 
a life term as an habitual criminal. 

The report points out that this 
tragedy cannot be attributed to the

Formal charges of oppressive 
and illegal conduct by members of 
the Federal prohibition unit operat- 
ing from East St. Louis, were for- 
warded today to Acting Prohibition 
Director Jones by Congressman 
Charles A. Karch of East St. Louis.

and that some of them “engaged in 
drunken revels.”’

Data on Convictions. 


Data on convictions, insofar as 
they relate to the nativity of the 
convicted, were scanty and difficult 
to obtain, the investigators discov- 
ered. In Chicago, where the most 
comprehensive statistics seem to be 
kept, it was found that during the 
last five years the foreign-born 
have been convicted of felonies and 
misdemeanors about one-third as 
often in proportion to their num- 
ber as the native-born. 

During the same period the per- 
centage of convictions of the na- 
tive-born has increased slightly, 
while convictions of.the foreign- 
born have decreased 25 per cent. 

In the case of Chicago, the re- 
port intimates, this might be ex- 
plained by the political influence 
exercised. by certain foreign-born 
elements. 

But in Cleveland, which is as fa- 
mous for good government as Chi- 
cago is notorious for bad govern- 
ment, statistics for 1922 to 1926, 
inclusive, show a conviction rate 
for native-born whites twice as 
high as that for the foreign-born, 
and for Negroes 18 times as high. 
Natives of Greece and of Austria 
were the only foreign-born groups 
showing a higher conviction rate 
than native-born whites during 
that period in Cleveland. 

In Detroit, also celebrated for 
excellent government, the convic- 
tion rate for native-born whites 
accused of felonies was 50 per cent 
higher than the rate for foreign- 
born.

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TEACHER 2 YEAR 
DES IN HOSPITAL 


Funeral of Miss Alice D. Cho- 
ate, 84, Will Be Held 
Tomorrow. 


The funeral of Miss Alice D. 
Choate, who taught Latin .at Cen- 
tral High School for 52 years, will 
be held tomorrow. The Episcopal 
service will be read at the residence 
of her friends, Miss Sarah E. Sim- 
mons and Miss Susan M. Simmons, 
4361 Washington boulevard, at 9 
a. m. Burial will be at Beverly, 
Mass., Miss Choate’s birthplace. 

Miss Choate, who was 84 years 
old, retired five years ago and since 
then she had suffered from heart 
disease. For the last four weeks, 
she-was at Deaconess Hospital, 
where she died yesterday. Her 
friend and fellow Latin teacher at 
Central in the past, Miss Emma 


Simmons, died a year ago and Miss 
Choate grieved over that. It is at 
the home of this friend’s sisters 
that the funeral wil] be held. 

Because she had many friends 
here, Miss Choate continued to 
make the city her home after her 
retirement, although she had three 
sisters in Massachusetts. She re- 
sided at the Usona Hotel, Kings- 
highway and Waterman boulevard. 

A direct descendant of Rufus 
Choate, the famous lawyer, Con- 
gressman and successor of Daniel 
Webster in the Senate, Miss Choate 
was born at Beverly on Aug. 29, 
1846, and she would have celebrat- 
ed her eighty-fifth birthday next 
Saturday. She came to St. Louis in 
1873 and in September, 1874, she 
was appointed a Latin teacher at 
Central High School. 

Central High School then was 
at the northeast corner of Fifteenth 
and Olive streets and for many 
years thereafter was the only high 
school in the city. Miss Choate re- 
mained with the school when it 
moved to Grand boulevard and 
Windsor place and grew large and 
when it was reduced in size and 
transferred to the old Yeatman 
building, where it is now. She 
served successively under three 
principals, W. J. S. Byran, who is 
active still in the Instruction De- 
partment of the schools; Chester 
B. Curtis, who died recently, and 
Stephen Douglass, its present prin- 
cipal. 

Associates estimate that at least 
20,000 boys and girls were taught 
by Miss Choate. 

From 1880 to 1888 Miss Choate 
was assigned to teach classes in 
the old Normal School, which was 
in the Central High building. Be- 
tween 1892 and 1898 she taught 
normal and high- school classes. 
Many years ago she taught En- 
glish as well as Latin. She re- 
signed Aug. 3, 1926. 

Miss Choate was an active mem- 
ber of the Episcopal Church of the 
Holy Communion, Leffingwell ave- 
nue and Washington boulevard. 
Her sisters surviving are Miss Em- 
ma Choate of Sharon, Mass.; Mrs. 
Charles Eaton of Malden, Mass., 
and Mrs. Austin Eaton of Auburn- 
dale, Mass.

Wilkins Seeks Open Waters When Subma- 
rine’s Diving Rudders Are Carried Away 
and Spray Freezes on Deck. 


By CAPT. SIR HUBERT WILKINS. 
(Copyrisht, 1931.) 
ABOARD THE NAUTILUS, AT 


SEA, Aug. 23.—(By Radio)—With 


spray freezing on deck and great 
ice caps heaving about her sides, 
the Nautilus after reaching to with- 
ing almost 500 miles of the North 
Pole had to get away from among 
the heavy pack ice to greater safety 
in open water.. 

In fog, snowstorm, wind and 
sleet it was.impossible to judge ice 
conditions and it was extremely un- 
safe to lic among the loose but 
heavy pack. Had we been further 
in among the larger floes it would 
have been much safer. : 

For several hours we had been 
lying in a patch of open water, our 
lead all set for diving under as 
soon as conditions improved. When 
Capt. Danenhauer was looking 
through the clear water over our 
stern he noticed something missing 
from bchind the propeller. 
inspection showed that it was the 
diving rudder. . 


Diver Makes Inspection. 
The vessel was put in the lee of 


the ice. It was.Jlate last night 
when Diver Frank Crilly, who 
bravely volunteered fpr the job, 


was lowered between ice fragments 
to inspect the vessel’s stern. He 
was down for several minutes and 
then reported that both sides of 
the diving rudder were gone. . The 
steering rudder was intact and in 
good order. 

It is a mystery what became of 
the diving rudders and how they 


Closer, 


could have left the ship without 
damaging the steering rudder, but 
the fact remains that they are gone. 
Our ordinary steering gear is safe. 
_Crilley, warmly dressed, went 
down for a few minutes today and, 
after a stiff battle, said that diving 
in Arctic waters was not as terrify- 
ing as it looked from the surface. 
He said he was unable to sce a 
thing through his helmet. 
Crack in Battery Jar. 
Crilley, during his dive, had not 
known that a huge cake of ice 
came near crushing him against the 
Side of the deck. Quartermaster 
Edward Clark, Oiler Raymond Dra- 
kio and Ray E. Meyers, chief radio 
operator, went to his assistance and 
helped him to safety. 


We discovered today that a jar 
in the battery bank had cracked. 

Clarence D. Holland and Corne- 
lius Royster, assistant electricians, 
aided by three others of the crew, 
worked on the cell, but had to jump 
it (eliminate it) to get the bank 
going again. We are now getting 
along without the jar in trouble. 
The acid from the cell was spilled 
all over the hull. This cell, we be- 
lieve, was cracked due to rapid 
charging. When it was repaired, 
the work called for speed. 

Due to the lateness of the season 
in the Arctic, makiug the danger 
much greater than we anticipated, 
we had to charge the bank of bat- 
teries in a hurry to get under way 
before the weather and ice condi- 
tions became worse.

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BRITISH LABOR FOR INCREASE 
IN WORLD WHOLESALE PRICES 


Trades Union Congress Prop0Oses 
That League of Nations Call 
Conference. 

By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Aug. 24.—The raising 
of the world level of wholesale 
prices is among the remedies advo- 
cated to meet the economic de- 
pression in the report of the Eco- 
nomic Committee of the General 
Council of the Trades Union Con- 
gress. 

The committee proposed that the 
British Government should ask the 
League of Nations to summon an 
international conference for’ the 
object of “prescribing steps to be 
taken immediately by the leading 
central banks’ to attain this end. 
Failing this, the report said, ‘‘mea- 
sures should be taken by the Gov- 
ernment in conjunction with the 
Dank of England ot raise the Brit- 
ish level of wholesale prices eith- 
er by raising the bank price for 
gold or by other appropriate 
means.” 

The report, drawn up before the 
critical events of the past two 
weeks, will be submitted to the 
fuli meeting of the Trades Union 
Congress at Bristol next month. It 
is considered valuable as indicat- 
ing the lines on which trade union- 
ism is prepared to proceed. 


PRICE OF PRISON-MADE SHOES 
CAUSES ROW OF U. S. OFFICIALS 


War Department Says Supply Can 
Be Bought for $15,297 Less 
Than Stipulated Figure. 


By the Associated . Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 24.—The 
price of prison-made shoes. has 


brought a difference of opinion be- 
tween the War and Justice Depart- 
ments. 

Secretary of War Hurley com- 
plained to Comptroller-General Mc- 
Carl that the Justice Department 
was charging it $2.73 a pair for 
53,676 pairs of army shoes while a 
St. Louis firm was charging only 
$2.44 for the same number. De- 
spite low labor costs, the Justice 
Department maintained it could 
not make the shoes any cheaper. 

Under the law, the War Depart- 
ment is required to take the prison- 
made shoes. Recalling President 
Hoover's instructions for rigid 
economy, it has figured that. they 
will cost $15,297 more than the 
Missouri footwear. 

McCarl, explaining his office was 
not authorized to settle the dispute, 
has advised arbitration.

Petitioner Wants Restrain- 
ing Order Against Con- 
tract — Hearing at Kan- 
sas City Wednesday. 


The Federal district court was 
asked today to prevent the monop- 
oly of freight trucking between on- 
track and off-track stations in the 
St. Louis district which was au- 
thorized two weeks ago by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. 

The Central Transfer Co., whose 
six off-track stations would be 
discontinued under ‘the contract 
tHe railroads have made with the 
Columbia Terminals as their ex- 


‘Clusive transfer agency, filed a 


petition in the United States Dis- 
trict Court asking for a temporary 
restraining order to prevent the 
railroads and the Columbia com- 
pany from putting into effect the 
terms of the contract, pending a 
hearing, and thereafter for a per- 
manent injunction. 

In the absence of District 
Judges Faris and Davis, the case 
was assigned to District Judge 
Otis at Kansas City for hearing 
Wednesday. It is understood the 
railroads are preparing to put the 
contract with the Columbia com- 
pany into effect Sept. 1. 

16 Railroads Among Defendants. 

Sixteen railroads, the Terminal 
Railroad Association and the Co- 
lumbia Terminals Co. are named 
as defendants. 

The Central Transfer Co. states 
in its petition that if the contract 
will be 
Its investment ift--equip- 
ment and facilities, it states, is 
about $250,000 and it does about 
25 per cent of the transfer busi- 
ness between on-track and off- 
track stations, and employes about 
100 men. 

It charges that the plan of the 
railroads to employ only the Co- 
lumbia company is an unlawful 
conspiracy in restraint of trade, 
and that it is further unlawful be- 
cause it contemplates the discon- 
tinuance without the proper au- 
thorization of certain railroad facil- 
ities which are now available to 
shippers. 


Competition Not Invited. 


The railroads have sought for 
several years the right to enter 
into an exclusive trucking con- 
tract. The use of trucks to com- 
plete freight hauls has grown up 
in the St. Louis district because 
several of the Eastern railroads 
have their terminals in East St.

Louis. Freight tariffs have been 
constructed on the: basis of St. 
Louis delivery, the haul across the 
river being completed at the ex- 
pense of the railroads and the 
freight being delivered or accepted 
at off-track stations maintained by 
the transfer companies. Under this 
arrangement the transfer com- 
panies were authorized agents of 
the railroads. 

The new contract giving’ this 
pusiness ‘exclusively to the Colum- 
bia company was based on lower 
rates which it was estimated would 
save the railroads about $250,000 
a year. The Central company as- 
serted in opposing this contratc 
that it would have granted still 
lower rates, but that railroads in 
negotiating the contract did not 
invite competition. 

The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission; which held several hear- 
ings on the matter, voted, 6 to 3, 
in approving the contract, but Com- 
missioner Kastman filed a dissent- 
ing opinion, assailing the contract 
as a monopoly entered into with- 
out competition and “negotiated 
under the auspices, in part, of car- 
rier officers who had a direct fi- 
nancial interest in the Columbia 
or an affiliated company.”

of the emergency committee. 

President Hoover discussed all 
Phases of the problem with Gif- 
ford at his Rapidan camp, a steady 
rain keeping the chief executive 
and-the relief director indoors since 
early Saturday. 

More than 50 members of an 
advisory committee are to render 
service in the work, along with 
volunteers and hired experts for 
technical phases. 

While the national orgaz.ization 
was being set up, telegrams were 
received by President Hoover from 
Governors Emmerson of §Iilinois, 
Winant of New Hampshire and 
Rolph of California, assuring him 
of their co-operation with the new 
group. 

In New York State, Gov. Roose- 
velt was preparing an unemploy- 
ment message to the special session 
of the Legislature convening to- 
morrow.

| ‘The Challeng 


In his brilliant analysis of the ca of erime in 
the United States, Henry W. Anderson of the 
Wickersham Commission went to the very marrow 
of the country’s problems. His thesjs is that our 
ills spring from the fact that our civilization is dom- 
inated by legal, secial and economic concepts of the 
eighteenth century and that, if it is to survive, we 
must liberate ourselves from this intellectual slavery. 

Of course, that is not news to historians like 
James Harvey Robinson, who has been preaching it 
for years, or to lawyers like Samuel Untermyer, who 
unburdened himself on the subject last spring, or 
to economists like Robert S. Brookings, who warned 
the country some months ago that our capitalistic 
system must be revised to meet new conditions. It 
is news only to the high priests of status quo, 
the pooh-bahs of reaction, who dominate the political, 
legal and economic life of the country. 

The power of an idea is great, but it must have 
the proper conditions for incubation. At the high 
tide of the Coolidge inflation, Mr. Anderson’s voice 
would have been drowned out. He speaks now at a 
time when from 6,000,000 to 8,000,000, able to work 
and looking for work, are unable to find it in the 
richest country in the world.* These men know there 
is something wrong with our civilization. We are 
confronted with the ghastly paradox of bursting 
granaries in the midst of starvation. Mr. Anderson’s 
audience is a wide and eager one. 

He tells us.that advent of the machine age, with 
its revolution in transportation and communication, 
the development of the great corporation and its 
alliance with unlimited capital, has dehumanized 
industry. This is because modern industrialism still

Sumer and exporter, coupled with the de- 
pletion of American forest resources, natu- 
rally stimulates imports. We buy most from 
Canada, which was responsible for 71 per 
cent by value of American lumber import- 
ed. Imports from the Soviet Union to 
America were Only 1 per cent of this total.

Soviet anthracite affords the best illustra- 
tion of a tempest in a teapot, for the en- 
tire coal importation from the Soviet Union 
represented but one-third of 1 per cent of 
the total American coal production in 1929. 
Practically all the Soviet coal was unload- 
ed on the New England coast and consumed 
in those states or re-exported to Canada. 
Owing to heavy rail charges from the Mid- 
die West and Southwest, British coal has 
always found a natural market in New 
Engiand, and in 1929, when. Russian coal 
made its debut, began to react snappish to 
Soviet competition. Thus Soviet coal found 
its rival not so much in the American as in 
the British product. Soviet coal has a def-

From that 
angle, a “dumping” charge carries little 
weight. Can the charge be justified on the 
principle of unfair competition? Do the 
Soviets undersell domestic products at a 
price below normal? Such questions are 
best answered by the market prices Russian 
commodities bring In America. 

Iron Age for Oct. 9, 1930, quotes “man- 
ganese ore, washed 52 per cent manganese 
from the Caucasus, 26 to 28 cents.”
